Aug. 27.—The m inister of fi­ 
nance, Alexandre Ribot, introduced a 
bill in the cham ber of deputies provid­ 
ing for the comprehensive reform in 
the liquor trade. 
The m easure contem plates suppres­ 
sion of privileges enjoyed by private 
individuals, who are perm itted to dis­ 
till brandy from their own fruits, and 
for an increase in the tax on alcohol 
from 12 francs ($2.40) to 25 francs a 
gallon. 
To this is added a tax on 
consumption of 5 francs a gallon on 
appetizer* and liquors. 
It is also proposed that the state 
create monopoly in the m anufacture 
of Industrial alcohol.

nothing sim ilar should

perm itted at any of the other cam ps. 
Secretary Garrison referred to Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt’s rem arks on the mili­ 
tary unpreparedness of the country 
and the attitude of the adm inistration. 
His telegram to General Wood is, in 
part: 
“ I have just seen the rep o rt in the 
new spapers of th e speech m ade by for­ 
m er President Roosevelt at th e Platts 
burg ram p. 
It is difficult to conceive 
of anything which could have a m on 
detrim ental effect upon the real value 
of this experim ent than such an Inci­ 
dent. 
“This camp, held under governm ent 
auspices, was successfully dem onstrat­ 
ing many things of great moment. Its 
virtue consisted in til*1 fait that it 
conveyed its own impressive lessons 
In its practical and successful opera­ 
tion and results. 


Only Distracts Attention. 


“No opi>ortunity should have been 
furnished to any one to present lo tin* 
m en any m atter excepting th at which 
was essential to the necessary train 
lug they were there to receive. 
Any­ 
thing else could only have the effect 
of distracting attention from the real 
nature of the experiment, diverting 
consideration to issues which excite 
controversy, antagonism and ill feel­ 
ing. and thereby impairing if not de­ 
stroying what otherw ise would have 
been so effective. 
“There m ust not be any opportun­ 
ity given at Plattsburg or at any other 
similar camp for any such unfortu­ 
nate consequences.” 
Secretary Garrison said he had no 
further action now under contem pla­ 
tion.
